Scholarship 

Procedures 

Announced 


Letters  were  in  the  mail  Tu- 
esday to  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity scholarship  and  award 
recipients  to  notify  them  of  pro- 
cedures in  renewing  their  scho- 
larship or  award. 


For  renewal  each  successive 
semester  at  BYU  a recipient  must 
maintain  a grade-point  average 
of  3.0  (B)  or  better. 

EACH  RECIPIENT  may  pick 
up  his  voucher  at  the  scholar- 
ship offices  at  260  Maeser  Bldg., 
beginning  Wednesday,  accord- 
ing to  Dale  L.  Nelson,  chair- 
man of  the  committee  on  under- 
graduate  scholarships  and 
awards. 


Before  he-  does,  however,  the 
scholarship  or  award  holder 
must  be  reasonably  certain  that 
he  has  maintained  at  least  a 
3.0  grade  average  in  his  course 
work  for  the  first  semester.  In- 
asmuch as  grades  will  not  be 
available  until  registration  for 
second  semester  is  completed, 
the  committee  suggests  that 
each  recipient  himself  deter- 
mines whether  his  grades  for 
the  current  semester  will  meet 
the  minimum  requirements. 


NELSON  said  that  if  a rec- 
ipient remains  eligible  for  re- 
newal, but  he  adjudges  himself 
ineligible  and  pays  for  his  reg- 
istration, he  shall  be  reimburs- 
ed for  his  payment  in  the  am- 
ount allowed  by  his  scholar- 
ship or  award. 


On  the  other  hand,  in  the 
event  that  a recipient  should 
claim  his  voucher  when  he  is 
not  entitled  to  its  renewal,  he 
shall  be  required  to  reimburse 
the  university  for  the  amount  of 
the  remittance. 


‘WE  SHOULD  like  to  have 
each  student  verify  his  under- 
standing of  this  procedure  with 
us  when  he  receives  his  vou- 
cher,” Nelson  said. 


Vouchers  are  now  available 
from  Nelson’s  office,  or  recipi- 
ents may  pick  them  up  during 
registration.  The  scholarship 
tables  will  be  located  near  the 
cashier’s  area  in  the  far  end  of 
Smith  Fieldhouse.
